DEATH DUE TOX DESPONDENCY.

Contractor Simmonde Kads s Troubies by
Takiog B Life,

The body of Charlesi B Simmonds, a local
contractor and bullder, was found yes-
terday morning on the doorstep of his
résidence, Forty-thir® and Vinton atreets,
A revolver closely omapd In  his  right
hend and a ghastly wound over his
heart told the story of mnia fate. Hin
bedy was cold and had evidently been lying
whore It was found since some time Monday
evening.

Nothing was left to furpith a reason for
Simmonds’ self-dsstruction. He was a mar-
risd man with one child and durlng the past
few years misfortunes seemed to have ac-
chmulated upon him. It i1s presumed that
and conmpquent desponidency ied him
to take his Iife, Bome years ago he was
the proprietor of a planing mill on South
Thirteerth street. This extablishment was
burned and with (£ went most of his worldly
goods, Then he went into the contrict-
ing business, but owing 1o the hurd times he
has besn unable to eobtaln regular employ-
ment. The nelghbnrs have been compelled to
assint him several times during the past
winter and it Is Known that he keeply felt
the humilintion of partial destitution,

During the past few days he had been em-
ployed by Coutant & Squires, and abput 3
o'clock Monday afterncon he finlshed n job
at Mr. Coutant's residence. Al Lhat time
he told the men that they would have to
look to the firm tor thelr pay, a: he would
not be thers after that day. He then left
for home and that was the last s=en of him.

It seemm Lhut during the night Simmopds
got up and went out of the front door, tak-
ing the revolver with Wim, He had evi-
denitly stepped down on the walk and then
placed the muzgle of the weapon agalust his
breast and fired. He lay where he fell unti)
7 o'clock in the morning, when he was dis
coversd hy Johm Honsman, & passing milk-
man.  Hensman attempted to go Into the
yard to =ee what was the matter with the
man, but was driven away by two feroclots
dogs  which  belonged to Stmmonds, He
then notifted Jolin Norberg and another nelgh

bor, who went over to the Simmonds place
und rematned untl] the arrival of the au-
thoritiss,

On his arrival In the city Hensman re-
ported the facts to Curoner Maul, saying that
he dil not know whether Simmonds was
drunk or hurt. The patrol wagon was drlven
out to the residence, and as soon as It wa
ascertaingd that Slmmonds was dead, the
coroner wes eent for,

The bady was found Iying as it fell. Both
hands were doubled wndor {t, and the re-
volver was sUill held ¢loge to the woumnd, The

remaing were broughp to the morgus, wher
an inguist will be held ot 11 o'clock today

One peouliar featurs of the affalr wus the
alisence of Mrs. Simmonids and the [ttle
girh A nelghbor was found who sald that
he had £ en them Jedye the house early in the
morning.  They could not have possibly left
without discovering the body, and these cle-
oumetances gave rise to some rumors of feiul
plav, It was axcertdined afterwards that
Mre. Simmmonds Is partially Ingpne, and thiy
e gaid to account for her etrange netlons
She went to the home of a relative o
Twenty-fourth and Leavenworth stre ts
where she still remalps,  The authorities
